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CONTRIBUTIONS TO A KNOWLEDGE OF THE RHYNCHOTA

The genera and species described in this paper are with few 
exceptions Oriental in distribution. Many are from the fine collec- 
tion of Repuviinæ made by Sign. Fea in Burma and adjacent 
territory, a collection submilted to me for identification by D" Gestro 
of the Genoa Museurm. These and other Indian species will be 
subsequently included in my second volume on the Rhynchota of 
British India (Blanfords’ series). 

Among items of interest may be mentioned a second eastern 
species of the genus Dulichius of the family Corema. In the Lycra 
an eastern species of the neotropical genus Salacia. Three new 
genera of Tincipip&, and in PUYMATIDÆ the description of a second 
species of the genus Carcinochelis, this time from Borneo, and a 
species of Carcinocoris (hitherto only recorded from British India) 
from the Island of Batchian. A new species of Henicocephalus 
from Japan; in REDUVIIDÆ an eastern species of the genus Diadilus 
hitherto only known from the neotropical region; and a new genus 
(allied to Conorhinus) from Samoa. 


Fam. COREIDA. 


Dulichius Thompsoni sp. n. — Piceous; hemelytra and 
antenne brownish-piceous; rostrum, coxze and legs dull dark 
ochraceous; abdomen beneath obscure castaneous; apex of rostrum 
piceous; head robust, finely granulate, discal area with its lateral 
margins on inner side of eyes, laminate and obscure brownish- 
ochraceous, very prominently constricted at base, ocelli prominent, 
black, eyes ochraceous; antennæ wilh the first joint shortest, 
about reaching the ocelli, second and third joints longest, and about 
equal in length; pronotum finely granulate with a long erect spine 
near each lateral angle, posterior margin concavely sinuate; scutel- 
lum finely granulate, withalongerect spine at apex ; hemelytravery 
much abbreviated, scarcely one third the length of abdomen, longi- 
tudinally rugose, excepting the lateral margins which are ochraceous; 
abdomen strongly constricted at base, and again narrowed towards 
apex which is truncate; rostrum almost reaching the posterior coxæ, 
first joint robust, much shorter than head, second joint slender 
and longest. 

Long. 8 1/2 mill. 

Hab. : Shan States; Taunggyi, 5,000 feet (Thompson). 
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Fam. BERYTIDA. 


Parajalysus nigrescens sp. n.— Head and pronotum golden- 
ochraceous, granulate; acentral fascia to head, antenne, eyes, anterior 
transverse constriction, basal spot, and spines to pronoium, black; 
hemelytra pale hyaline, lateral margins pale ochraceous wilh a 
fuscous line; legs fuscous, the femora mottled with ochraceous, 
the femoral apices clavate, black; body beneath and coxæ brownish- 
ochraceous; disk of sternum and base of abdomen piceous. 
Antennee with the apex of the first joint clavate, the fourth joint 
ihickened throughout; femoral apices rather longly and very 
distinctly clavate; pronotal lateral spines long, directed a little 
upward and backward, cenlral spine mutilated; rostrum brownish 
ochraceous, its base somewhat piceous. 

Long. 6 mill. 

Hab. : Brazil; Goyas Prov. 


Fam. LY¥GAID AL, 
CAVELERIUS gen. nov. 


Allied to Macropes, differing principally by the profoundly, con- 
cavely excavated posterior margin of the pronotum in front of the 
scutellum, ihe posterior pronotal angles being produced over the 
bases of the corium and clavus, their apices broadly oblique and 
extending beyond margins of corium; basal and apical joints of 
antenne distincly thickened, apical joint longest; membrane not 
quite reaching apex of abdomen. 


Cavelerius illustris sp. n. — Head, pronotum, scutellum 
abdomen above, body beneath, and antenne, black; corium dull 
pale luteous, apical angular areas, piceous; membrane piceous, 
basal angle, a spot near apex of corium, and the apex, or apical 
margin, pale dull luteous; rostrum, legs, and basal joint of antenne 
ochraceous; head and anterior lobe of pronotum shining black; body 
sparingly finely pilose above, much more strongly pilose beneath; 
rostrum just passing the anterior coxæ, its base piceous, second 
joint slightly longer than third. 

Long. 6 mill, 

Hab. : Upper Burma; Taunggyi, 5,000 feet (Thompson). 


Iphicrates subauratus sp. n.— Head, pronotum, scutellum, 
antennæ, and sternum, black; anterior pronotal collar, posterior 
pronotal lobe, apex of scutellum, corium, membrane, abdomen- 
above and beneath, posterior margin of prosternum, coxæ, rostrum, 
and legs, ochraceous; disk of corium plumbeous; lateral margins 
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of abdomen luteous; pronotum coarsely punctate; membrane 
reaching the penultimate segment of the abdomen; sternum 
coarsely punctate. 

Long. 5to5 1/2 mill. 

Hab. : Ceylon; Pundalu-oya (E. E. Green). 


EDULICA gen. nov. 


Body subovate, elongate; head narrowed and acuminate in front 
of eyes which arelarge and placed somewhat near base, ocelli 
situate near lateral margins immediately behind eyes; rostrum 
reaching posterior coxie, first joint almost reaching base of head; 
antennz robust, first joint shortest reaching apex of head 
about half the length of second, third very slight!y shorter than 
fourth; pronotum transverse, broader than long, anterior margin 
moderately concave, lateral margins nearly straight very slightly 
rounded, posterior margin straight; scutellum subtriangular, a 
little tumid on lateral areas; corium covering two thirds ofabdomen, 
apical margin nearly straight, lateral margins a little ampliated; 
membrane reachingabdominal apex ; femora moderately incrassated. 
Belonging to the Clerada group of genera. 


Edulica ornata sp. n. — Ochraceous; eyes black; central area 
of pronotum strongly punctate and fuscous; apical margins of 
scutellum, clavus, corium — excepting base and lateral margins, 
spots near the anterior and posterior cox, marginal abdominal 
spots, and transverse suffusions to the last three abdominal 
segments, piceous; membrane with fuscous suffusions on apical 
area; scutellum, clavus, and corium distinctly punctate; lateral 
margins of corium somewhat longly pilose. 

Long. 5 mill. 

Hab. : Ceylon; Peradeniya (E. E. Green). 


VERTOMANNUS gen. nov. 


Head longer than the pronotum, strongly exserted on a cylindrical 
process aboul as long as the apical half which is thickened, subglo- 
bose, somewhat conically produced at apex; antennz with the first 
joint moderately ihickened considerably passing apex of head, 
second, third and fourth joints slender, pilose, almost subequal 
in length; rostrum about reaching the anterior coxæ, first joint 
thickened and reaching the area of the eyes; pronotum with the 
anterior lobe only about half the length of the posterior lobe; 
scutellum triangular; body elongate; lateral margins of the corium 
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slightly concavely sinuate; membrane passing the apex of the 
abdomen; legs slender, femora a little apically incrassated. 

Allied to the American genus Myodocha, from which it can be at 
once separated by the structure of the pronotum. 


Vertomannus capitatus sp.n. — Head, sternum, anterior 
lobe of pronotum and scutellum black; posterior pronolal lobe, 
corium and body beneath pale castaneous; apex of scutellum pale 
luteous; corium much suffused with whitish coloration, principally 
a spot about one third from base of lateral margin, a subapical spot, 
angulate anteriorly, and asmall rounded spot near inner angle; 
membrane fuscous, with a large marginal spot and apex pale 
subhyaline; legsluteous, apical halves of femora reddish-ochraceous, 
apices of tibiz and tarsal joints, fuscous; antennz ochraceous, 
apical joint — excluding base, piceous; posterior pronotal lobe and 
corium sparingly but coarsely punctate, the pale spots to corium 
levigate; posterior lobe of pronotum centrally carinate on its anterior 
area; legs finely hirsute; rostrum luteous, basal joint castaneous. 

Long. 6 to 6 1/2 mill. 

Hab. : Assam; Margherita, Burma. 


Salacia signanda sp. n. — Stramineous; anterior lobe of pro- 
uotum and scutellum — excluding apex, castaneous; head piceous, 
greyishly pilose; a spot at lateral angles of pronotum, a spot at 
centre of lateral margins to corium and the apical angle of same, 
black; membrane pale fuscous, the margins pale stramineous; 
body beneath castaneous, legs pale luteous; antenna brownish- 
ochraceous, apices of the joints luteous; posterior lobe of pronotum 
and the corium, sparingly but coarsely punctate. 

Long. 2 1/3 mill. 

Hab. : Ceylon (E. E. Green). 

A second oriental species of this neotropical genus. I have 
received a specimen from Assam which cannot he separated from 
S. picturata which I described from Guatemala. 


Fam. TINGIDIDÆ. 


Serenthia dilatata sp. n. — Head dark castaneous with an 
ochraceous spot behind each eye; antennæ brownish-ochraceous, 
the apical joint piceous; pronotum castaneous coarsely punctate, 
anterior margin ochraceous, behind which is a transverse piceous 
fascia, apex and a central carina on posterior area ochraceous; 
elytra pale ochraceous, the areas defined by brownish-ochraceous 
margins, discoidal and costal areas finely granulate, costal mem- 
brane and apical area finely areolate; apices of discoidal areas, a 
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transverse central spot to costal membrane, and disk of apical 
area, infuscated; head and sternum beneath dark castaneous; 
legs and abdomen beneath, ochraceous; antennz very finely and 
obscurely pilose; pronotum with the disk convexly gibbous, 
distinctly constricted at anterior margin; elytra moderately convexly 
ampliated at lateral margins, narrowed towards apex. 

Long. 31/2 mill. 

Hab. : Tenasserim; Myitta (Doherty). 


CADAMUSTUS gen. nov. 


Elytra twice as long as the abdomen, broad, more or less widely 
reticulated, broadly rounded at the apices where they are more or 
less divergent; antenne slender, basal joint only a little shorter 
than apical joint; rostrum passing the anterior cox; head pointed 
at the apex, but unarmed ; pronotum with the lateral margins stron- 
gly laminately and upwardly produced, the reticulations large and 
the outer ones subquadrate, hood convex but compressed, trun- 
cately attenuated anteriorly, covering head, connected posteriorly 
with a similar pronotal elevation. 

Allied to Leptobyrsa, but with the head not frontally spinous, 
and covered with hood; pronotal shield also different. 


Cadamustus typicus sp. n. — Pale hyaline, the dark abdo- 
men reflected through the elytra, the reticulations pale piceous, 
body piceous, lateral margins of abdomen reddish-ochraceous; legs 
and antenna very pale luteous, apical joint of antenne and the tarsi 
pale ochraceous; the elytra have opaline reflections, the reticula- 
tions large and the areas ill defined or obsolete; hood laminately 
conical. 

Long. body 2 mill.; to apex of elytra 4 mill, 

Hab.: Ceylon; Pundalu-oya (E. E. Green). 


Cadamustus suffusus sp. n. — Pale creamy hyaline; poste- 
rior disk of pronotum, and body as reflected above brownish-ochra- 
ceous; margins of areolz to elytra and lateral areas of pronotum, 
brownish-ochraceous; elytra with opaline reflections and with a trans- 
verse fascia near base, a small lateral spot beyond middle and a 
transverse suboblique fascia extending from inner angle to near 
outer marginal apex, brownish-ochraceous; body beneath dark 
brownish-ochraceous, legs very pale luteous; margins of pronotal 
posterior elongation pale luteous. Antennze mutilated; in struc- 
ture much resembly the proviously described species C, typicus. 

Long. body 1 1/2 mill.; to apex of elytra 3 mill. 

Hab. : Ceylon; Matale (E. E. Green). 
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Leptodictya vagans sp. n. — Ovate, the margins of the pro- 
notum and elytra convex; antennz ochraceous, the apical joint 
piceous; head ochraceous; eyes piceous; pronotum with the disk 
caslaneous, the hood and carinæ ochraceous, lateral marginat 
areas, and posterior area very pale luteous, the last thickly reticu- 
lated with piceous, and the reticulations of the lateral areas more or 
less fuscous; elytra very pale luteous or creamy while, the dis- 
coidal areas thickly obscurely granulate and piceous towards base 
and apex, a central piceous suffusion to costal area and membrane, 
the last subhyaline, the reticulations beyond middle and at apex, 
and inner apical areas piceous; legs ochraceous, tarsi piceous; 
body beneath pale castaneous with piceous markings (imperfectly 
seen — carded specimen). Head with five long spines, the lateral 
spines moderately recurved, the other spines directed straightly 
forward; pronotal lateral areas laminate, convex, reticulate. hood 
not quite reaching middle of pronotum; elytral marginal areas con- 
vexly ampliated at middle, attenuated anteriorly and posteriorly. 

Long. 3 mill. 

Hab. : Ceylon (G. Lewis). 


DULINIUS gen. nov. 


Rostrum reaching the posterior cox, rostral groove nearly 
reaching the posterior cox ; antenne finely and longly pilose, first 
joint moderately incrassated and extending to about apex of head 
which is anteriorly obtusely angulate; pronotum with much dilated, 
reflexed, concave, membranous margins, which are subvertical 
shell-like and rounded; hood large, globular, convex, covering the 
bead, its posterior area also concavely dilated on each side; elytra 
entirely hyaline, about twice as long as the abdomen, obliquely 
widening from near base, the apical margins rounded, areolz large, 
areas very ill defined. 

Allied to the neotropical genus Dicysta. 


Dulinius conchatus sp. n. — Pale hyaline with the margins 
of the areola pale ochraceous; hood, pronotum, extreme lateral 
margins of pronotum, antennz, body, and legs pale ochraceous; 
elytra with opaline reflections; the ochraceous lateral margins of 
the pronotum with distinct darker transverse spots. 

Long. body 2 mill.; to apex elytra 4 mill. 

Hab. : Ceylon; Batticaloa (E. E. Green). 


Paracopium Lewisi sp. n. — Fuscous-brown; lateral mar- 
gins of the hemelytra pale hyaline with transverse fuscous linear 
spots; pronotum with the lateral and anterior margins, and the lon- 
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gitudinal carinations, greyishly-fuscous; membranous portion of 
the hemelytra with reticulate dark fuscous venation. 

Elongate; antennæ stout, robust, second joint more slender than 
first and about half ils length, third joint nearly twice as long as first 
and second joints together, fourth joint a little more than half the 
length of third; head with a distinct pale central basal carination 
at inner margin of each eye; pronotum with three discal longitu- 
dinal carinations, the central one straight, the lateral ones 
slightly curved; hemelytra with the margins of the discoidal area 
carinately defined. 

Long. 4 mill. 

Hab. : Ceylon (G. Lewis). 

Differs from P. cingalensis Walk., by the less robust antennie, 
more elongate form, darker coloration, etc. 


Cysteochila elongata sp. n. — Pale brown; antenne ochra- 
ceous, apical joint — excluding base, piceous; head black, interior 
margins ofeyes, luteous; apex of pronotum, apices of discoidal areas, 
small lateral spots to costal membrane, and a few subapical areolæ 
to elytra, luteous or creamy-white; meso and metasterna and 
abdomen beneath black; legs ochraceous; body elongate; prono- 
tum with three central longitudinal carinæ, the hood and lateral 
areas coarsely granulate; elytra with the discoidal areas coarsely 
granulate, the apical areas finely areolate, ihe lateral margins a 
little concavely sinuate before apices ; sternum finely granulate. 

Long. 4 mill. 

Hab. : Assam; Margherita. 


Cysteochila nexa sp. n. — Head and disk of pronotum casta- 
neous; apical area of pronotum and the elytra pale brownish, the 
last with the costal membrane irrorated with creamy-while 
areolets; body beneath piceous, the sternum thickly greyishly 
pilose, legs ochraceous; antennze with the basal joint ochraceous, 
remaning joints mutilated; pronotum with asingle pale longitudinal 
carina, the Jateral areas and hood concavely granulate; elytra with 
the discoidal and costal areas granulate, apical areas more thickly 
and finely granulate; the elytral areas defined by more or less 
ochraceous margins. 

Long. 3 mill. 

Hab. : Assam; Margherita. 


Teleonemia assamensis sp. n. — Pale ferruginous; antennx 
castaneous; head above greyishly pilose, eyes and a spot between 
them, black; anterior and lateral margins of the pronotum narrowly 
pale luteous, anterior pronotal area with a gibbous convex callosily 
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very coarsely punctate, behind which on each side are two small 
transverse black lines, its marginal areas greyish; pronotum 
profoundly tricarinate, posteriorly punctate between the carina- 
tions; hemelytra with the discoidal area coarsely punctate, 
remaining surface finely areolate, lateral margins finely and palely 
cellular; body beneath piceous, greyishly pubescent, especially on 
sternum; legs pale castaneous. 

Long. 4 mill. 

Hab. : Assam; Margherita. 


BREDENBACHIUS gen. nov. 


Broadly elongate; elytra much longer than abdomen; pronotum 
with the apex broadly triangular, its lateral areas globosely dilated 
as in Cysteochila, but directed obliquely outward; elytra with 
the costal area abruptly divided and laminately deflected from the 
discoidal area. 

Allied to Cysteochila, but differing by the structure of the prono- 
tum and elytra as above detailed. 


Bredenbachius pictus sp. n. — Head and antenne ochra- 
ceous, apical joint of antennæ — excluding base, piccous; pronotum 
castaneous; anterior area, apex, and central carine pale creamy- 
white; elytra creamy-white, disk of discoidal area infuscated, a 
central elongate piceous spot to costal area and membrane, apical 
area infuscated, pale at base and apex; body beneath piceous, legs 
ochraceous; pronotum with three central carinæ, the central one 
percurrent and straight, the two lateral carinæ commencing from 
inner margin of lateral globose areas and deflected towards apical 
margin, giving the apex a scutcllate appearance, the disk is 
coarsely punctate, the lateral areas foveately reticulate; elytra 
reticulate, the areolets distinct, those on the costal membrane 
transversely quadrate. 

Long. 3 mill. 

Hab. : Tenasseriin; Myitta (Doherty). 


Monanthia nilgiriensis sp. n. — Pale hyaline; head and 
lateral convex margins of the pronotum piceous; disk of pronotum, 
abdomen above and body beneath black; lateral areas of pronotum 
hyaline, the margin of the areolze and a transverse fascia from disk 
to margins, piceous; elytra hyaline, the margins of the areolæ 
mostly piceous, margins of the discoidal area and a large raised 
globular discoidal spot, piceous; inner and apical areas piceous, the 
last margined with pale areole and containing two distinct central 
white spots; legs, antennæ, and anterior area of pronotal dilatation 
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beneath with marginal spots to sme, ochraceous; apical joint of 
aniennæ, and posterior femora, piceous. The pronotum is roundly 
and much dilated, with reflexed, concave, membranous margins, 
which are subvertical, shell-like and rounded; head uncovered; 
the globular elevations to discoidal area of elytra presenting a small 
central concave spol. 

Long. body 4 mill.; to apex elyira 5 mill.; exp. pronotum 
3 mill. 

Hab. : Nilgiri Hills (Sir G. F. Hampson). 

Belonging to the echz: group of the genus.

Fam. PHYMATIDÆ. 


Carcinochelis perpugnax sp. n. — Very dark castaneous or 
purplish-brown ; lateral and apical margins of scutellum, corium — 
excluding base and apex, connexivum, abdomen beneath and legs, 
ochraceous; connexivum with a centeal transverse subquadrate 
piceous spot about middle, and a similar but smaller spot near 
apex; eyes pale castaneous; antenn with the basal joint uniformly 
incrassate, second joint short thickly pedunculate, third joint about 
as long as the second and gradually apically thickened, fourth joint 
longest, elongately globose, atlenuated at base and apex ; head finely 
granulate, the lateral margins thickly spinously granulate, with a 
central longitudinal series of granulous spines, two or three near 
apex being robust and prominent; pronotum with the lateral 
margins denticulate, a strong spine at anterior angles, lateral 
angles broadly subobtusely produced, their margins denticulate, 
with a more prominent central spinc, the surface coarsely granu- 
late with two discal carinæ; margins of scutellum very finely 
serrate; connexivum ampliated, moderately recurved, gradually 
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narrowed towards base and apex, its lateral margins denticulate ; 
membrane not quite reaching abdominal apex. 

Long. 6 mill. Exp. pronot. angl. 3 mill. 

Hab. : Borneo; Muching (R. Shelford). 


Carcinocoris bilineatus sp. n. — Head and pronotum dark 
brownish-ochraceous; anterior lobe of pronotum and the lateral 
angles, piceous; scutellum ochraceous with two central longitudi- 
nal piceous lines; connexivum ochraceous, with a large central 
piceous spot; head beneath, sternum and anterior legs piceous; 
rostrum, anterior tarsi, bases and apices of anterior femora, abdo- 
men beneath, and intermediate and posterior legs, ochraceous; 
abdomen with two irregular fuscous fasciæ on each lateral area; 
antennze piceous, spinous, first and fourth joints longest and sub- 
equal in length, firs! joint incrassated, second joint globose, a little 
shorter than third, third joint gradually thickened from base 
which is very slender, fourth joint elongately globose, attenuated at 
base and apex; head with a central longitudinal series of long 
spines, its lateral margins also longly spinous, two spines directed 
backward near base; pronotum with anterior disk and lateral 
margins longly spinous, the lateral angles prominently and acutely 
produced with their apices recurved, a long spine at anterior and 
posterior basal angles, posterior area coarsely granulate; scutellum 
slender, almost reaching apex of abdomen, its lateral margins 
longly and regularly spinous; connexivum dilated centrally, its 
margins very longly spinous; legs spinous. 

Long. 7 mill. Exp. pronot. angl. 3 mill. 

Hab. : Batchian Island; Malay Archipelago (Doherty). 


Fam. HENICGCEPHALIDA, 


Henicocephalus ostentus sp. n. — Piceous finely greyishly 
pilose; head behind eyes, posterior margin of pronotum, clavus 
excluding apex, basal angles and lateral margins of hemelytre, 
coxie, bases and apices of femora, tibiæ and tarsi, and posterior 
margin of prosternum, ochraceous; second joint of antenne a little 
the longest; middle lobe of pronotum a little longer than the 
posterior lobe which is centrally obscurely sulcate and centrally 
sinuale in front of the scutellum; hemelylra slightly widened pos- 
teriorly. 

Long. 8 mill. 

Hab. : Burma; Teinz (Fea). 


IENIGOCEPNALUS COLLARIS. 
Slenopirates collaris Walk. Cat. Het., VU, p. 139 n. 1 (1873). 
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Var. a. Piceous; anterior and posterior area of head, base and 
lateral margins of hemelytra, legs and rostrum, sanguineous. 

Var. b. Piceous; margins of hemelytra and the legs sanguineous ; 
anterior femora piceous at base. j 

Var. e. Asin var. b. but with the anterior Libis piceous, sangui- 
neous at base. 

Hab. : Burma; Ascinii Ghecu, Karennee (Fea). 


Henicocephalus Lewisi sp. n. — Brownish-ochraceous ; 
hemelytra — excluding basal area and lateral and apical margins, 
piceous-brown; head in front of eyes about as long or a little longer 
than the two postocular areas; pronotum subtriangular, the Dase 
profoundly and acutely inwardly sinuate, the lateral angles broad, 
subprominent, rounded, subspatulate, with their margins slightly 
recurved, scutellum with a very fine central carina; hemelytra 
with the margins moderately concave about centre, distinctly api- 
cally widened and rounded. 

Long. 6 mill. 

Hab. : Japan (G. Lewis). 

A species possessing distinct subprominent pronotal angles. 


Fam. REDUVIIDÆ. 


Polytoxus maculatus sp. n. — Pale ochraceous; posterior 
pronotal lobe reddish-ochraceous, with a large central piceous 
spot; scutellum piceous with its spine ochraceous; hemelytra and 
legs pale luteous; a spot on each lateral area of the sternal segments, 
sublateralarea of the abdomen, apices of the femora, bases and apices 
of the tibiæ, narrowly, and the tarsi, black or piceous; antennie 
fuscous, base of first joint ochraceous; apices of pronotal lateral 
and scutellar spines fuscous. Legs moderately pilose, posterior 
femora about as long as the abdomen; anterior lobe of pronotum 
obscurely centrally sulcate, and broadly, prominently foveate on 
each lateral area. 

Long. 12 mill.

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Apiomerus Scriptus sp. n. — Black, shining, hemelytra 
opaque; posterior lobe of pronotum sometimes suffused with 
obscure ochraceous on its lateral areas ; a short transverse oblique 
discal ochraceous spot near junction of corium and membrane; 
body beneath and legs ochraceous; head beneath, rostrum, metaster- 
num, ventral incisures, lateral margins and apex of abdomen, a 
central annulation to femora, anterior and intermediate tibise — 
excluding base, apical halves of posterior tibiæ black. In some spe- 
cimens the tibis are wholly or almost black. Intermediate tibize 
apically broadened and moderately curved; first and second joints of 
the antennæ subequal in length, third and fourth joints longest, 
greyishly pubescent, and almost subequal; meso- and metasterna 
thickly greyishly pubescent; membrane passing abdominal apex.

Apiomerus evanidus sp. n. — Black; pronotum, anterior 
cox and femora, and the prosternum purplish-red ; basal margin 
of pronotum black; connexivum above and beneath luteous, spot- 
ted with black; in the œf the apical segment and sometimes the 
disk of the abdomen is luteous, and in some varieties the anterior 
femora are black. First and second joints of the antenne subequal 
in length, each considerably shorter than the third; membrane 
slightly passing the abdominal apex. 

Long. 11 to 12 mill.

Apiomerus auratus sp. n. — Golden yellow, anterior lobe of 
pronotum a little darker; head, antenne, rostrum apical, angle of 
corium, membrane, spots to connexivum, anterior tibiæ — exclu- 
ding base, and a subapical annulation to posterior tibiæ, black; 
disk of abdomen beneath infuscated ; antenne finely pilose, first and 
second joints subequal in length, third slightly longer than second, 
fourth longer than third; membrane considerably passing the 
apex of abdomen; intermediate tibiæ distinctly curved and gradually 
clavate to apex.

Ectinoderus sumptuosus sp. n. — Black; anterior lobe of 
pronotum dull sanguineous, margined and reticulated with black, 
posterior lobe — excluding margins and a transverse basal spot, 
luteous; bases of second and third antennal joints, about eight 
basal discal spots to corium and another discal spot on its apical 
margin, and the abdomen beneath, luteous; connexivum sangui- 
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neous with large black spots; acetabula, coxæ, trochanters, bases 
of femora, and some basal and marginal suffusions to abdomen 
beneath, sanguineous. Basal joint of antenne longest, second and 
fourth joints subequal in length, third joint shortest; posterior 
pronotal lobe with two distinct central carine at its anterior 
margin, its lateral angles subprominent and broadly rounded, its 
posterior margin centrally acutely sinuate, its length about double 
that of the anterior lobe; margin of connexivum irregularly 
undulate.

Ectinoderus exortivus sp. n. — Head and antennæ black, the 
last with the bases of the second and third joints luteous; prono- 
tum luteous, its posterior angular margins black, its basal margin 
brownish-ochraceous; hemelytra shining bluish-black, corium 
suffused with brownish-ochraceous, a pale luteous transverse spot 
on its apical margin; scutellum with the central carina brownish- 
ochraceous; connexivum black, shining, its apex and marginal 
spots luteous; body beneath and legs luteous; prosternum, aceta- 
bula, coxæ, trochanters, and basal two thirds of femora reddish- 
ochraceous or testaceous; disk of mesosternum, lateral margins of 
meso- and metasterna, a spot between intermediate and posterior 
coxæ, apices of anterior tibiæ, posterior two thirds of intermediate 
and posterior tibiæ and the tarsi, fuscous or black. Antennæ with 
the second joint almost as long as the third and fourth joints 
together; apical joint greyishly pubescent; anterior lobe of prono- 
tum with a narrow central sulcation, posterior lobe with a deep 
central transverse impression between the lateral angles, behind 
which it is transversely striate, and between which and the anterior 
lobe there are five carinee, two oblique on each lateral area, and 
one central which is subobsolete.
